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SAN QUENTINJCALIF(RPCN)-On Saturday, 
August 21, 1971, at approximately 3:00 PM „the 
prison administration at Sun Quentin Prison put into 
operation their diabolical plot to murder black 
revolutionary George Jackson. 

Due to the fact that prison officials have sole 
Jurisdiction over the lives of the inmates, any thing 
tan und does go down without question. Why 

5% of the prison population is black and 
third world besides who is going to believe the word 
of a convict over that of a warden or guard? 

So George Jackson brought a 9mm Spanish Llama 
in his six inch high afro after a visit. On the return 
Irom the visiting room Officer Prank DeLeon 
prepared to frisk George and at the same time 
another officer (who is yet to be identified) spied the. 
gun. "But Jackson got the drop on the officer and 
grabbed the gun”, said associate Warden Park. 
Jackson yelled "This is it”. He ordered all the officers 
in the main lobby to lie face down on the floor, 
Another officer was strolling by with another convict 
and was ordered to the floor also, (You're a bad 
revolutionary G.I.) 

At 2:50; Sgt, Jere Graham, walked into the 
adjustment center to get Deleon for another detail, 
An unidentified guard opened the door for Graham 
and this guard was grazed in the arm by а bullet fired 
through the glass door. He ran for help. 

Jackson ordered one guard to stand up and unlock 
an automatic switch which opened the doors to all of 
the 34 cells on the first floor, freeing 25 eonviers, The 
ext five minutes. or so were so hectic (hat no one 
knows what went down. All they know is that two 
white guards and two white convicts were killed, (Yet 
they can reconstruct everything else, even George's 
six inch fro with a 9mm inside). 

Park said all the people killed was done by convicts 
tawing” their necks with a dull razor blade melted 
onto а toothbrush handle, Sgt, Kenneth McCray was 
slashed in the throat and dragged lo Jackson's 6 by 7 
cell, (you're wasting time George) about 20 feet away 
on the Northside of the adjustment center. 

Convicts piled four dead men on top of McCray in 
| a bloody pile in Jackson's cell. (What kind of an 
|| escape is this? Don't you know you are supposed to 

be heading for the hill?) 

Deleon’s body bore razor cuts in the neckand a 
gunshot’ Wound im the back of the Bead, Electrical 
cord was wound around his neck and ankles. (I'm 
sure he's dead now, so you can get on with the 
getaway), 

Graham was led to Jackson's cell, shot once in the 
middle of the forehead and dropped on top of the 
pile. (Hey тшп you're supposed to be escaping, not 
tripping out on killing). Alarms were screaming by 
now. 

Armed with а gun Jackson dashed out the door of 
the adjustment center with black convict Larry Spain 
They ran 75 feet acroks the yard toward a 20 
foot high wall. 


There Jackson was cut down by rifle fire 
from one or two guards. 

Thus goes the consensus of all the stories that have 
come out concerning the murder of our revolutionary 
brother and compatriot George Jackson. All the 
accounts contradict each other but come closer and 
closer together in their endeavor to fool the people 
into believing brother George Jackson attempted lo 
escape and was shot in the process, First they would 
have us all believe that black people are so ignorant as 
to believe that they are in the predicament they are in 
because of their own failure to better themselves and 
then they try to make us believe that we are all

one of the many suburban areas 
outside of N.Y.C, located in 
super-rich Westchester County. It has 
become the first city in America to 
install low-lightdevel cameras for 24 
hour a day surveillance of black and 
other oppressed people who shop 
the busy downtown section of the 
city. 

These low-light-level cameras were 
first developed for military use in 
Vietnam in the early 1960's- they are 
now being used in Amerika in the 
early 1970's as an experimental 
surveillance system. The federal 
government (big brother) spent 
$47,000 of the people's money for 
equipment and installation- saying 
ihat they will be evaluating it "very 
carefully”, and that the Mt, Vernon 
pigs will conduct a week -by-week 
survey of so-called "crime statistics" 
to determine whether the cameras are. 
acting as a deterrent! We propose the 
question- as to a deterrent of what? It 
is common knowledge that the city of 
Mt. Vernon is separated by racial 
lines. The New Haven railroad tracks, 
separates it into the northside and the 
south-side.,.with the northside being 
predomi white (approx, 65%) 
and the south-side being 
predominately black(approx. 35%).

DETROIT, MICHIGAN (RPCN)- Within 
the past two. (2) weeks many brothers on 
the Eastside of Detroit, in particular have 
become the victims of police set ups by 
lwo (2) mod squid women, who have 
infiltrated the Black community. 

On Sunday July 18th, brother Cicero 
Love and approximately nine (9) other 
brothers and à sister were standing on the 
corner of Belvedere and Mack when a 
1963 blue Ford pullea up with two 
“alleged” sisters in it. One of the women, 
approximately 5 feet 5 inches tall, light 
skinncd with an afro wig, got out of the 
var and approached the bloods, She 
stopped in fromt of brother Cicero and 
asked him if he wanted to buy some weed 
(marijuana). Cicero asked the other 
brothers if they knew the women, their 
reply was "No". At this point she was 
told to leave. She got back into the car, 
which was driven by а dark skinned 
woman, approximately 5 feet and 2 
inches tall, with a short afro, and drove 
away 

Within 15 seconds an unmarked car 
pulled up, Three nigger mod squad pigs, 
with their guns drawn, jumped out of the 
‘cdr and preceded to arrest Cicero and one 
of the brothers in the group, Chuck. The 
brothers were taken to the Sth precinct at 
St. Jean and Jefferson, charged with 
violation of the state narcotic law, CCW 
(carrying a concealed weapon), and 
armed robbery. According to the police, 
all charges were dropped due to 
"insufficient evidence”. 

On Thursday, July 29th, Cicero 
appeared in court for examination on the 
trumped up charge of CCW. During the 
course of questioning by the defense 
lawyer, it was disclosed that the mod 
squad pig that arrested Cicero works for 
STRESS. STRESS is a branch of the 
Detroit Police Department that is 
composed of several mod squad pigs and 
Plainclothe:s “policemen”, The job of 
STRESS is to pick up as many brothers as 
possible on trumped up charges so that 
the brothers can be held long enough for 
an investigation to be made for the 
purpose of finding out if they are 
involved in socalled “subversive 
activities." 

We want to inform the people of the 
actions being perpetrated against them by 
these two mod squad women, in 
particular, so that the people will be able 
to defend themselves against any moves 
made against them by these infiltrators. 
They are enemies of the People and 
should be treated as such.

PROGRAM... During the latter part of spring the 
mass media in Detroit heavily advertised (via, 
TV radio and newspaper) its latest anti-poverty 
(pacification) program “Give A Kid A Job”. The 
intent of this government funded program is "to keep 
the kids off the street during the summer months by 
giving them "jobs", 

Since the beginning of this program the youth, 
have suffered. The young brothers and sisters lave 
been employed doing so-called odd jobs and unskilled 
labor for 20 to 24 hours a week for an average of 
$1.60 an hour, which they had not received. In the 
latter part of July some 50 NYC's (Neighborhood 
Youth Corps) held a protest demonstration in front 
of the Mayors Committee for Human Resources 
Building, located at 5900 Trumbull to demand 
immediate payment, Although the NYC's had begun 
to receive the meager slave wage, they were 
dissatisfied with the program as a whole and on 
August 11 displayed their displeasure.

FREE THE QUINCY FIVE! 


TALLAHASSEE, FLA.- An August trial 
is scheduled for three young black men 
charged with robbery and the murder of a 
deputy sheriff here last September, Two 
others were convicted by an all white jury 
in May. 

The three brothers who are going lo 
trial this month; David Charles Smith, 
Johnny Burns, and Alphonso Figgers are 
part of the group known as the Quincy 
Five. they are called tie Quincy Five 
because they all come [rom the small 
town of Quincy, 20 miles from here, the 
scene of racial struggle for many years. 

In September of 1970, Luke's Grocery 
Store was robbed. Two sheriff's deputies 
were there as customers wore shot and 
one of them, Thomas Revels, died on the 
way to the hospital, Revel’s bloody shirt 
was put on display in the sherlil's office 
and an intensive manhunt began. 

Witnesses were shown pictures taken 
at civil-rights demonstrations, A lenghty 
suspect list was drawn up whicl 


Front, a black organization that has its 
headquarters in this city. 


In the early morning hours of August I4, 
1971 , the Republic of New African 
Government House at Lewis Street, in 
Jackson, Mississippi and sayen New African 
citizens were attacked and captured. 

Approximately twenty-five to forty 
minutes later (he President of the Republic 
of New Africa was seized. The door was 
broken down and the president along with 
Sister Aisha Ishtar Salim, National Minister 
of Information, Brother Tawab Nkrumah 
and Brother S.W, Alexander were abducted 
from their residence seven blocks away form 
the LewisStreel Government Center. 

Several FBI agents and accomplices from 
the Mississippi colonial occupation 
government purporedly attacked ihe 
government center to serve warrants on four 
persons, all alleged to be in the government 
center. No one allegedly sought on United 
States federal warrant „was inside the 
Government Center, Only one New African 
allegedly sought on a misdemeanor was 
inside the Center. No prior notice was given 
io the Republic of New Africa or any 
individual allegedly sought by the Mississippi 
‘occupation forces that any warrants were 
about to be served. 

Occupation forces of the US. FBI and 
members of the Missisippi military 
‘occupation forces appeared at 6:30 AM in 
front of the Republic of New Africa 
Government Center in Jackson with weapons 
of war, including armored personnel carriers 
and ambulances. A battle ensued in which 
New African Security Forcemen crucially 
wounded three of the attackers. Lt, W. L. 
Skinner died at 3:00 AM August 19, 971. In 
the Center at the time of the confrontation 
were RNA citizens Brother Hakima Anna, Ist 
V. Pres; his wife, Sister Tamu Anni 
Оба, his wife, Sister Nigeri; 
Chuma; Brother Dennis Shellingsworth and 
Brother Karim. 


The President of the Republic of New 
Africa, Imiri Abubakari Obadele, 1; along 
with the ten other brothers and sisters are 
being held on charges of murder, and 
treason.

‘The evidence in this case is so sketchy 
that the local official referred to the сазе 
as an "election: year special”. The police 
never produced the weapon they claim 
was used in the murder, Hundreds of 
fingerprints were lifted from the scene 
but none of them matched any of the 
Quincy Five. One witness says two people 
were involved in the robbery, another 
says four, most agreed lo three. No one 
said there were five robbers, Some 
witnesses said the robbers were very 
dark-skinned; others claimed they were 
almost white. Some said they were 
wearing bright clothing, while others 
swore it was dark. Some made а point of 
noticing the piercing blue eyes of one of 
the robbers. None of the Quincy Five has 
blue eyes. 

Supporters and relatives of the young 
men have formed a Ошпсу Five Legal 
Defense Fund. Contributions may be sen 
to the fund c/o Raliegh Jugger, Bos 653 
FAMU TALLAHASSEE, FLA. They 
hope to obtain freedom for the two men.

been under continuous and concentrated 
attack by the reactionary, repressive 
forces of the fascist state, using highly 
publicized bust, followed by judicial 
railroading, masquerading as criminal 
conspiracy trials, This tactic has been the 
most effective weapon that the state has 
used against us. 

Specifically, many of these moves 
have been made in New York City ina 
progressively increasing scale, since 1964 
when the conspiracy to commit criminal 
anarchy bust of several members of the 
Harlem Progressive Labor Party sel the 
pattern for a script that was to become 
familiar to all of us. In subsequent cases, 
the pig were to polish and perfect their 
technique, bul the basic pattern 
remained the same. 


We have seen it work in all the major 
political cases since then. As usual in 
racist Babylon, the pigs experimented 
with, their undethanded moves in the 
Black community first; now these furtive 
maneuvers are used to deal with all 
segments of the movement, As examples 
of the trend, we can check out a few - 
The Statue of Liberty and Washington 
Monument bombing plot conspiracy: 
The RAM Uncle Tom leadership murder 
conspiracy; The Harlem 
"libapolireza-week" conspiracy; the 
jackpot conspiracy, the BOSS. 
masterpiece of skuldugery - The 
Panther 21 bombing conspiracy; plus 
several others that have not been so well 
publicized but in which the same 
blueprint was evident. 

At first, all these fascist moves were 
made solely against Blacks, but recently 
with the so-called “weather people” and 
MIRA bombing conspiracy cases, the 
whole pig program moves into a deadlier 
ge, because now it is clear to аЙ that it 
is to be directed at all segments of the 
movement, and the same procedure is 
used against all who advocate 
revolutionar у change. 

‘The usual procedure is as follows: a 
young rookie pig withour prior police 
‘experience is covertly introduced into a 
revolutionary group, ostensibly to obtain. 
information. After spending sometime 
gaining the confidence of his prospective 
victims, under pressure from his pig 
superiors to produce results for the 
expenditure of time and resources, the 
under- cover pig sets up a bust - a 
fantastic job of super-pig detection 
powers! A frame-up, substantiated by 
planted evidenct hearsay and out of 
context rhetoric. With this garbage in its 
paw, the machinery of the ruling class 
controlled communications media takes 


over and drums up а climate of tear and 
Hysteria ta prepare the ground for the 
big show im the facist courts. In every 
one of these highly publicized political 
cases, the key element, the prime actor, 
the Indespensable сов in the whole 
machinery of trumped up injustice has 
been the undercover police spy; the 
agent provocalteur--the pig secret agent! 

But what is surprising actually defies 
imagination and is without a rational 
explanation is that every greasy pig 
informer who has surfaced and those 
who were uncovered and exposed, pigs 
who are well known, even to the extent 
of having their photographs extensively 
distributed in the radical press, are still 
alive! They ate still walking around, still 
working against the movementscotr 
free... immune to all retaliation, heavily 
engaged in counter-reyolutionary 
activities without having been made to 
pay the supreme price for their deceitful 
treachery. 

These unprincipled | jacksinapes, 
booticking, apprentice piglets have 
undermined revolutionary progress, 
sabotaged our organizations, and sowed 
suspicion and dissension, caused ай kinds 
of suffering to our comrades for too 
lang, to be running around without 
being subject io retributive people's 
justice, All serious revolutionary 
movements have experienced this same 
problem and all have dealt with it in the 
same manner. The execution of agents, 
informers and traitors is one of the first 
lessons of armed propaganda. No 
committed revolutionary can refuse to 
take up this task- to secretly, discreetly 
and efficiently set the right examples so 
that all the informers and potential 
traitors will learn the vital and overdue 
lesson-the price of treason is a swift and 
unmerciful death! 

So far, revolutionaries, or should 1 
say, psuedo-revolutionaries, have 
dismally failed to accept the 
responsibility for making all the known 
agents and informers pay dearly for 
being willing lackeys at the service of the 
repressive apparatus of the ruling class. 
These pigs have enjoyed their nefarious 
operations. They have had no reason to 
fear; no incentive to make them тереп 
or to take pause and reconsider their 
ingnominous deeds. Worse, still, no 
reason to make all the other pigs who are 
furtively awaiting to pounce on other 
brothers and sisters in the movement 
have any second thoughts or reservations 
about continuing their loathsome 
underhanded shit. 

‘The agents are still alive-safe, smug 
and secure-complacent about the 
movement’s unwillingness and inability 
o retaliate against them. They remain 
free to continue to report оп all 
revolutionary activities and to 
implement fictitious plots. The secret 
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agent is an essential component of the 
police stale. They are the foremost 
‘weapon in the establishments arsenal of 
war because without information, the 
pigs are paralyzed, Yet knowing this, we 
permit these lowlifed provocateurs to 
live among us, plotting setups.framo-ups 
and outright betrayals-and we say, we 
are fighting а revolution 

The basic reasom for the extreme 
liberalism of refusing to deal with this 
problem effectively is the 
petty-bourgeous attitude and ће 
adherence to bourpouise concepts of 
pseudo morality by most of the present 
movement leadeyship, In this case it 
manifest itself in an extreme 
unwillingness to be responsible for 
taking the heads of our most dangerous 
enemies! The heavy remnants of 
Judeo-Christian ideoloyg such as the 
“sanctity оГ life" (which does, not 
consider the essential difference between 
the life of the People's warriors and the 
life of a pernicious pig) keeps them from 
making the moves that will eliminate or 
cut down the undercover pig's eagerness 
to inform or entrap. 

We must understand that the average 
pig who volunteers for undercover work 
is a mercenary. As such, he wishes to 
enjoy the fruits of the sneaky work he 
performs- more money, prestige in the 
pig dept, promotions to positions of 
power, eic. If all pig agents were to be 
made to understand uncertaisf terms, 
that the price for informing was Death, 
these pigs, who have no other stake in 
the system but the money they are paid, 
‘would have to give serious thought to 
proposals from their bosses to penetrate 
or infilitrate revolutionary groups. I'm 
mot saying that sure an immediate 
reprisals would eliminate agents and 
informers all together, but it would 
make the price for betrayal so high. that 
it would definitely make a difference to 
all prospective stool pige ons and agents. 
They would be forced to weigh the 
temporary advantage of being 2 “mod 
squad” pig agent or the permanent 
disadvantage of being Bar-B-Q! 

Up to now, the scales have been 
weighed in favor of pig power. Snitching, 
informing and trap-setting has been 
attractive, profitable, and safe. The state 
repressive agencies have been given 
"unlimited funds, resources, and benefits 
то bestow on the agents and informers. 
‘The pig and the aspiring piglet have all 
the motivation their bosses can provide 
for working for them. Besides his total 
belief in the invincibility of pig-power, 
he is well paid for informing and setting 
up people. The movement has failed to 
make any move to make him take pause 
There are no consequences whatsoever 
that the pig feels worthwhile 
considering. Pig:power is able to move 
on us because there is no alternative of

We must move to 
soile all outstanding and ovérdue 
© accounts-swiftly and without so-called 
ethical compunctions. Reprisals on all 
undercover pigs must be prompt, certain, 
and relentless.

Inhuman 


Every week, on Mondays and 
Wednesdays, at approximately 
2:00P.M., a long line forms at the 
сөйлет of 59th Street and Ist Ave, 
to get on а very special bus. The 
liri is made up of black and Puerto 
Rican women mostly and a few 
mén, The age span of the women is 
either very young or very old. The 
men are usually older, This bus is a 
yery special bus, it goes to Rikers 
Island, one of the prisons (so-called 
rehabilitation centers) inside of 
New York City, There have, been 
many articles written about 
prisoners- political prisoners and 
Prisoners of war, but very few 
People know what happens to the 
families and friends of people who 
are being held before going to trial, 
and after sentencing, 

Because of the conditions’ of 
Black und Puerto Rican people in 
this docadent society, Rikers Island, 
dikë many other prisons is basically 
jammed with Black and Puerto 
Rican people. 

The bus goes across the bridge 
into Queens, and picks up more 
families andgclatives along the way, 
After about 45 minutes it reaches 
the bridge that goes from Queens to 
Rikers, and everyone gets olf the 
bus, No one is allowed to go across 
the bridge until 3:00 - and there is 
usually a crowd of people by 
3:00-waiting to get on the first bus 
that gocs across the bridge. 

Finally, the first bus arrives, and 
everyone pushes and shoves to get 
оп, and it crosses the bridge and 
pulls up ín front of the Central 
building. People push and shove 
and fight to get off the bus- and 
run to the front doors of the 
building, anyone who is old or 
crippled is in great danger of getting 
knocked down or trampled in the 
mad-rash. Why is there such a rush 
to get off the bus? Why do people 
congregate го ride the first bus over 
the bridge? 

Because unless you ride the first 
bus over your chances of making 
the "first visit” are very slim, which 
means you won't get to sce your 
loved one until 7:30 or 8:00 at 
night, 1f you mike the “first visit" 
you get to see them by 6:30, So 
You run toward the door, and are 
SÓppéd by a pig (correetions 
officer) who hands you a number, 
You take your number and you 
enter the large waiting room (which 
looks like a waiting room in a train 
station) and you go and sii down 
Gn one of the hard benches or 
chairs, 

H is now 3:10, You get a 
“clothing slip" and fill it out, Then 
you wait and wait and wait and at 
4:00 or 4:30 they begin to call 
numbers, When your number is 
called, you go up to a booth and 
the pig (corrections officer) pulls 
out your card, and you sign it and 
ihen you. can go though the 
turnstile into the next waiting 
тоот. Tf you are not a part of the 
immediate family you cannot visit 
If you are a part of the above, buf 
you don't have documents or 
papers that they recognize as valid, 
you cannot visit. Only one of you 
can visit, so a wife and mother of 
an inmate who don't get along very 
well may end up having big 
arguments about who's going to 
яй. 
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Treatment of Prisoners 
Rikers 


After you go through the 
turnstile, you get on a line and a pig 
(corrections officer)asks you your 
name, address and relationship to 
ihe prisoner. Then you sign your 
name. The corrections officer then 
takes another numbered card and 
clips it on to your clothing. You 
then go and sit down again and wait. 
and wait and weit and wait until 
the name of the person you are 
going to visit is called, You then go 
up and outside through a door and 
get into another bus, a department 
of corrections bus, and you wait 
until its’ full, Ittakes you down the 
road to the detention building. You 
rush and push to get off the bus 
first, so you can be the first on the 
clothing and money line, If you 
want to give money, you wait on 
line to deal with it, even though the 
inmate will only be able to use 
$10,00 per week, and only one day 
а week do they 
commissary. 

Then you get on the clothing line 
and leave no more than One shirt, 
sweater, piir of pants, underwear, 
towels or suit, You may bring two 
pairs of socks, and 2 handkerchiefs. 
All shoes must be brand new.so if 
he got busted, and had 50 pairs of 
shoes at home in the closet, you 
couldn't bring him any of them, 
they must be straight from the 
store, When you give in the clothes, 
the lady who inspects them, to 
make sure you are not hiding drugs, 
ог guns, or files in the clothes, picks 
up whatever youbroughtand totally 
crumples it in her search, If you 
took his pants to the cleaners to 
have them pressed so he would look 
neat and clean in court, you can be 
sure that the pants will be totally 
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un-pressed by ine time he gets 
(hem,You must bring everything in 
a paper bag- no plastic (I've never 
found out why) and even the 
handles of your shopping bag is 
ripped open and inspected, 

Then you sit down again, on 
hard woooden benches and you 
wait for the corrections officers to 
get off his or her ass and take the 
clothes upstairs, fo be distributed 
to the inmates, Then you wait and 
wait and wait for. the inmates dirty 
clothes io be brought back and 
distributed, By, now its 6:20, 


Finally it's almost time....and some 
names are called out- you hold your 
breath hoping you don't hear his 
name. Ralph Garcias, sorry 
lady-he was transferred, 

James Wilson...he's still in court 
(court is over at. 4:00) Angel 
Miranda.,,he was in the hospital-he 
tripped and fell (they don’t want 
his mother to see how they beat 
him up)and: the families of these 
people leave, and go home after 
waiting, three and a half hours and 
traveling two hours- five hours for 
nothing, 

I saw one woman wait’ seven 
hours before they would tell her 
that her son was dead; He 
supposedly hung himself. 

Finally, it's time to see them. 
You wait until his name is called 
and you walk down a long hall, full 
ef little tiny windows, 25 windows 
їп each hall, Behind one of the 
windows is the person you came to 
see-but you have to find him first. 
‘Then you pick up a little telephone 
(which may or may not work) and 
he picks up a phone, and you talk. 
You can sit down, he bas to stand 
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‘RIGHT ON!

up. You'scream to make yourself 
heard-because the phones are 
messed up, and twentyfour other 
people are screaming too- and you 
can’t hear and suddenly a whistle 
blows and your visit is over, 30 
minutes, sometimes less, and you. 
hang up the phone, and leave, Yôu ` 
wait to get on the bus that takes 
you back to the big building, then 
you wait to get the bus to take you 
over the bridge , You probably get 
home at 8:30 P.M, or 9:00 clock; 

Obviously if you have a job you 
can’t visit because it's an all day 
process, If you have children you" 
have to get a babysitter, because 
they can't visit or else you bring 
them and someone to stay with 
them in the waiting room. 
Sometimes you just don’t feel like 
going...its so much of a hassle, but 
you know that ‘they are hoping 
you'll come, 

Most of. the prisoners at Rikers 
аге being held for trial. Under the 
law-you are innocent until proven 
guilty, but you are punished and 
they are punished too-why’ 
Because you and they are Black, 
Puerto Rican and poor, You are 
discouraged from  visiting-because 
that is part of the punishment. And 
they might tell you what really 
happens inside, and you might just 
try to protest to somebody, or try 
to do something about it 


In California, in some prisons 
you can visit for 3 hours and sit 
down in the same room with the 
person you came to see and touch. 
them and hug them, In Mississippi 
(one of the most rascist states in 
the country) you can visit for a. 
weekend, and wives can stay with 
their husbands and sleep with them, 

Inmates are human, we are 
human and the treatment of 
families and inmates by the 
department . of corrections is 
inhuman and unnecessarily cruel 
We are tired of all of this, and we 
demand that the Board of 
Corrections the Warden, and the 
Mayor make radical changes in the 
Visiting system, 

We understand that the entire 
court land prison system is corrupt 
and unfair, to Blick and Puerto 
Rican @ people and we know that 
this is because the people do not 
have power. But until that becomes. 
а reality, we demand that the city 
of New York change it’s policy and 
liberalize visiting privileges, 

We wantl) Longer visiting hours. 
2) Visits for children, 3) Visits 
seven days а week 4) Face to face 
visits (without glass or bars) 5) 
visits for friends, not just family 6) 
group visits 7) husband and wife 
sleeping visits 8) an elimination of 
red-tape so we don't have to spend 
hours waiting, 9) the right to make 
phone calls to inmates and to 
receive phone calls from inmates. 
10) longer visit time

(AAU, conference, he spoke to an Algerian diplomat

; suppoifed the African-American liberation struggle, 

| but it was hard for the Third World to embrace Black 
Nationalism, because it was dubious, limited, and 
narrow. The Third Word are "Revolutionary 

| Nationalist's, composed of Black, Brown and Yellow 
peoples from Asia, Africa and Latin America who 

| supported all oppressed people's liberation struggles. 
Malcolm X understood perfectly what his Algerian 

^ brother told him. If you have read Malcolm X^ 
autobiography you will see that Malcolm, after 
traveling in Africa and Asia, reappmised his 
philosophy from Black Nationalism to Revolutionary 
Nationalism and internationalism, Malcolm X mid 
traveling, broadens your scope. 

Malcolm came back to Harlem he organized the 
0.A.A.U; He said that for the last twelve years he had 
worked fo awaken an unconcious Black people; and 
now that Black people were awakening an beginning 
to move, it was the duty of the O.A.A.Uto unify, 
mobilize, and organize Black people into a cohesive 
armed revolutionary force who could then take 
political, economic and social control of our 
communities, The O.A.A.U. internationslized the 
Black liberation struggle in amerikkka with al 
liberation struggles in the world 

Malcolm X said the paramont problem facing 

‚ the world was the oppressed agsinstthe oppressors. 
‘The have nots against the haves. 

For twelve years Malcolm called white America 
every name under the sun; but he wasn't considered а 
threat until he began calling them neocolonist 
gangsters. Malcolm started explaining how there is no 
| difference between whats happening in Mississippi, 
Harlem, South Africa, Watts, Angola, Congo, 
[Vietnam and Korea, He explained how the 
| amerikickan government im one of the most 

notorious criminals in the world, through the CLA. 

Malcolm X was not only organizing political power in 

the ghettos of amerikka, bul educating people about 

amerikkkan imperialist aggression. He was moving in 

а purely revolutionary nationalist manner. Therefore 

he was not only a threat to national security, he was 

now a threat to amerikkkan international security, 
The С.А, received orders that Malcolm X must be 
eliminated, They knew this had to be a sophisticated 
assignment with a lol of shade on it. So they hired 
some boollicking, buckstabbing nigger myrmidons to 
assassinate Malcolm X. Therefore on Feb. 22, 1965,

when those bootlicküg, backstabbing, liyena-nígdér 
tóols of the C.I.A. assassinated Brother Malcolm X, 
they committed one of the most hideous and 
‘treacherous crimes in Black America’s history. 

Malcolm X was the theoretician, the architect, the 
activist of revolutionary nationalism in black america. 
When he was assassinated, a huge vacuum was left. 
The Black liberation struggle in amerikkka had no 
leaders and no one to give the people correct 
direction. The ironic fact is that after Malcolm was 
assassinated, the masses began to study and 
investigate what he had been saying for the last 
twelve years, The people began to say that Malcolm X 
must have been saying and doing something right, 
because the pig powdr structure assassinated 
when he was moving in а truely revolutionary 
nationalist manner, _ 

After the death | of Brother Malcolm, Black 
america began ю get very nationalist, but the 
people got confused because. there were too many 
different philosophies of nationalism. Black people 
heard bourgeois nationalists talking about “Green 
Power", They were telling Black people that they 
needed more Black capitalists (or Black 
Rokereller). The bourgeoisie was telling Black 
people that what we need in | America -is a piece 
of, the action, 


So these frustrated niggers were not 
allowed to be part of thej amerikkkan middle class 
system, — These bourgeois’ niggers just used 
nationalism to pimp off the people: 

Another kind of nationalsim which tends to 
confuse Black communities is Pork Chop nationalism. 
ог Cultural nationalsim, In New York City alone 
there are about 100 Pork Chop nationalist groups, 


The 
message of the Pork Chop nationalist is that Black 


people should wear naturals, dhashikies and African 
clothes, learn to speak Swahili, get an African name 
and hate all white people,Now, since you have your 
youlture- wait, because freedom is coming, 

Some Pork Chops profess some kind of mystical 
mental powers. Oneday 1 was standing on 119th 
street and 7th Avenue stalking to two Pork Chops 
asked them to demonstrate their great African mental 

© powers to me in a very small way. They said, “sure 
brother, we will do that for you.” I told them that 
across the street is a pig car with two pigs inside, and 
if they could use their great [African mental powers 
to eliminate or blow up that pig car, 1 would join 
their cult immediately. The two spooky Pork Chops 
told me their power ‘and wisdom could not fe used 
in a violent manner, I told those Pork Chops that 
They were bona fide buffons and they should stop. 
fooling the people with, all that bullshit, 

The Pork Chop nationalist has а very superficial 
definition amd a distortion of the functions of 
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culture. CULTURE is the developement of the 
Peoples’ enviornment; socially, ^polically, and 
militarily, As the brother Fanon said, "The only 
culture worth keeping is a revolutionary culture." АШ 
People have their own distinct culture. The Pork 
Chop nationalists have a lot in common with the 
bourgeois nationalist both tell Black people that they 
need Black capitalism in our community, But. the 
Pork Chops and bourgeois nationalist do not tell the 
truth; Black capitalism creates pseudo-wealthy 
individuals and/economicallf unstable communities, 
Black communities need resources and the means of 
production, 

Due to the lack of politicalization of Pork;Chop. 
and bourgeois nationalists, they are easily 
manipulated by the pigs as agent provocatuers to 
infiltrate revolutionary nationalist organizations. 

NATIONALISM in its correct perspective is the 
realization of a people's necessity for land and 
liberated territory, Nationalism is a pre-revolutionary 
stage. To quote Fanon from "The Wretched of the 
Earth", Nationalism is not a political doctrine, nor a 
Program." Also, "The African people and indeed all 
‘undeveloped peoples, contrary to common belief, 
very quickly build up a social and political 
consciousness, What can be dangerous is when 

they reach the stage of social conciouness 
before the stage of nationalism, If this happens, we 
find in underdeveloped countries fierce demands for 
social justice which paradoxically. are allied with 
often primitive tribslism.” To quote Kwame 
Nkrumah from Revolutionary Warfare: "The 
nationalist phase is a necessary step in the liberation. 
struggle, but must never be regarded as the final 
solution to the problems raised by economic and 
Political exploitation of our people," Nationalism 
gives oppressed people new values and redefines the 
People's conceptions of life. When organizing in the 
ghettos, the revolutionay nationalist must understand 
that Black people have a strong feeling of 
nationalism, Nationalism must be defined as the 
feeling among Blacks that whatever affects one Black 
person ultimately affects all Black people. This 
feeling by definition, а subjective phenomenon, is 


what Black people have undergone within‘ America, | A 


process which began in slavery and which has 
continued up to the present day, The duty of the 
revolutionary nationalist is to go into the nationalistic 
Black communities and elevate that nationafism into 
revolutionary nationalist programs and 
internationalism,

‘esources in our land and all the means of 
production, distribution and development. 
Our socialism will be the genuine article, 
based on Marxist-Leninist principles which 
are universal and immutable. We will not 
accept or propound vague philosophies 
intended to cover up bourgeois nationalism 
of petty capitalism, The party is working on 
а clear statement of policy and principles, 
which will educate our people about the 
nature of the new society we are determined. 
to establish. 

Before we can establish the new society in 
Zimbabwe, we must first take control of the. 
vital administrative and legislative apparatus 
of the government in Zimbabwe and place 
hem in the hands of the people, and their 
popularly clected representatives. Without 
he effective control of that vital state 
apparatus, a new society in which control 
and use of resources can be put at the 
disposal of the Zimbabwe population, 
cannot be realized, This point is relevant at 
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this time because: of the current talks in 
Salisbury between Britain and Rhodesian 
settlers, Changes of policy on which Britain 
is insisting sre of no value to the African 
majority, us long as сойо! of the vital 
administrative and legislative apparatue of 
the state is left in the hands of the foreign 
racist settlers, 

What are the means of self-liberation? The 
means of liberating ourselves is the armed 
struggle, The armed struggle has two 
essential clements which most of our people 
have grasped - but, which, unfortunately, 
some have not. These are: the involvement 
of the masses of the people in their own 
liberation and the unity of the people: The 
reports of extensive rioting and 
demonstrations by university students, 
secondary students pupils, peasanis and 
workers in Zimbabwe show a very high 
degree of involvement of all our people in 
the struggle for liberation. They have clearly 
identified the sources of their oppression. - 
poverty and misery, and are willing and 
ready 10 take herois and daring action 
against settlcrism and racism. 

More importantly, the action was taken, is 
being taken, and will continue to be taken 
by the oppressed people of Zimbabwe is a 
whole, without any reference (o particular 
political parties, regions or tribes. What was 
important to them was the action they took, 
not the label they carried, The people of 
Zimbabwe now desire unity for their own 
liberation. They have fully realized that 
division and animosities among them defeat 
the purpose of their struggle. When an 
‘oppressed people have grasped the need for 
self-reliance and tota} unity, they have 
achieved the main means of selfiberation. 
Their struggle maybe delayed - but, it cannot 
be stopped or provénted!

to International Section-Block Panther PurtV 


‘A former Black GI held fof nine 
months in solitary confinegient by 
fascist West German authorities was 
released. on August 13, 1971 and 
turned over to the International 
Section of the Black Panther Party 
їп Algiers by the West German 
government; William Frederick 
Burrell, 23, wha refused to-go to 
Vietnam because “T don't want to 
help а government that is 
‘oppressing my own black brothers 
and sisters inside the United States 
carry ош this dirty war of 
extermination against, the 
Vietnamese people”, was one of the 
defendants in ihe case of the 
Ramstein Two. On the afternoon of 
‘August 13, 1971 Burrell was taken 
from Zweibrucken State. Prison 
directly to the Frankfurt airport 
and placed on а nonstop flight to 
Algiers. Не was meti at the airport 
‘by comrades from the International 
Section of the Black Panther Patty. 

Burrell stated “Т have been held 
їп solitary confinement for the last 
fine. months at Zweibrucken 
Prison", As far as he knows; Edgar 
Lawrence Jackson, 31, who- was a 
member of the Special Forces and 
served in Vietnam in 1956-57, is still 
being held in the wretched solitary 
confinement іп Zweibrucken 
Prison. Jackson, was arrested along 
with Burrell on November 19, 1970 
following a shooting incident at the 
US, Air Force Base in Ramstein, 
West Germany. A German guard 
was allegedly wounded, from 
gunfire from the car in which 
Burrell , Jackson and two other 
black men were riding 

As a result of this shooting 
incident, Jackson was sentenced to 
six years in prison on the trumped 
up charges of attempted 
premeditated murder; The 
railroading of Jackson to. prison 
lays bare the svicious campaign 
being systematically waged against 
black бїз in West Germany by 
combined forces of the US. 
military authorities and the West 
German lackey government. 


‘There 


are approximately sixty thousand 
black GI's stationed in West 
Germany. Among them antiwar 
feeling is running at a feverish 
pitch. Coupled with this is the 
determined desire to smash the 
system of racist oppression that 
exists inside the U.S, military and 
оп a larger seale inside the United 
States as a whole, 

Burrell stated that the number 
опе desire of all the black GI's is to 
strike a blow for the freedom and 
liberation of their own people 
inside the United States. "The 
military authorities are scared to 
death, of what would happen if 
these thousands of black men ever 
get loose and start putting into 
practice the fighting skills that they. 
have learned and developed in 
Vietnam and elsewhere. The pig 
rulers of the military have a special 
brand of Kangaroo justice for all 
brothers who try to do political 
work amongst black GI's. U.S. 
military stockades al over the 
world are full of black brothers 
who have spoken out against the 
system, Many brothers їп the 
stockades were busted for acts of 
revolutionary violence against the 
military machinery. In South 
Korea; Vietnam, and West Germany 
the story is the same: black men 
have become aware of their 
personal plight as cannon fodder 
and of the plight of their people as 
modern. day slaves and they have 
sworn to fight to the end to bring 
about a change in the present 
situation”.

BACKGROUND OF THE CASE

For two weeks 
prior to the shooting incident they 
and other black GI's were busy 
traveling throughout West Germany 
visiting the network of military 
installations of the U.S. occupying 
forces passing out leaflets and 
hanging up posters urging all black 
GI's to tum out for the rally. As 
fast as they could put up a poster 
the MP's, CID, or West German 
military police would tear them 
down. Tension on all the military 
bases was high, as the authorities 
did everything they could do to 
discourage and stop the rallyeA few. 
days before Mrs, Cleavers 
scheduled arrival the shooting 
incident at Ramstein occurred. 
When Mrs. Cleaver showed up at 
the Frankfurt airport, she was 
arrested by German authorities оп 
ihe orders of Interior Minister 
Gensher and summarily expelled 
from the country and ordered to 
never again return, 

The trial of the Ramstein Two, 
as Burrell and Jackson became 

known, developed into a central 
focus and controversy amongst 
black GI's and the West German 
student movement, The trial began 
June 16, 1971 and ended July 12, 
1971. Burrell and Jackson, who 
refused to participate in the 
mockery of justice supposed to be 
their trial, made only one statement 
throughout the proceedings at the 
opening of the trial. In their 
statement they charged the West 
German court with being a lackey 
for the US. government im 
suppressing the black. GI 
movement. They charged that the 
US. government pressured West 
German authorities to railroad 
them through the cour. They 
further charged that in conducting 
this, tral against them both the 
West German authorities and the

U.S. military authorities were 
motivated by political and racial 
intentions, making it impossible for 
them to receive a fair trial,

After spending 32 days abroad 
visiting 10 nations, Vice President Spiro 
Pig Agnew has finally returned to the 
United States. Aside from the Pig News 
Media's coverage of the V.P's favorite 
pastime, verbally attacking 
Afro-Americans, freedom of speech and 
playing golfvery little has been said 
about the purpose or significance of 
Agnew's trip. 

There has been much speculation, 
ranging from (he theory that Pig Nixon 
wanted to get Agnew out of the way 
while Henry Kissinger secretly entered 
the People’s Republic of China to rap to 
Chou-En Lai about Nixon's widely 
acclaimed visit to Peking, sometime 
before May, 1972, to further speculation 
that the president is plotting to dump his 
number one demogogue, But to have а 
better understanding of Agnew’s tour, 
we must first check out the countries 
that he visited. 

The 10 "friendly" nations (friendly to. 
U.S. Imperialism that is) are some of the 
most fascist and repressive governments 
їп the world. The main purpose of the 
tour as stated in a press conference prior 
to June 27 departure was that he would 
һе taking “some confidential messages” 
from Pig Nixon to several heads of state.

Agnews entourage to South Korea for 
the inauguration of Chung Hec Park who 
has headed this U.S. puppet regime for 
10 years will also shed some light on the 
УР nefarious (evil) mission. The 
delegation included С. Elliott Hagan, а 
Georgia Democrat, Samuel 1.

Chinese opium merchant and piloted by а 
former KMT pilot, L. G. Chao. Whatever 
their ownership, the dope-running planes 
usually lind at Tan Son МАШ airbase, 
where they are met in a remote part of 
the airport with the protection af the 
uirport police. 

A considerable part of the opium and 
heroin remains in Saigon, where it is sold 
directly ln U.S. troops or distributed to 
US. buses throughout the Vietnamese 
countryside, One G.I. who returned to 
the states an addict was August Schultz 
Hs olî the needle now, but how he gol 
оп is most revealing.

In his hook Mr. Pop, Don Schanche, 
former editor of Horizon and former 
managing editor of the Saturday Evening 
Post, recounts the following interchange 
on the Plain of Jars during August 1960 
between Edgar "Pop" Bucll—th Indiana 
farmer who left his home to work with 
ihe Meo tribespeople-and a local 
reslauran teor: 


Buell drove with Albert [Foure] to 
Phong Savan and watched from the side 
of the airstrip as a model twin-engined 
plane took on а huge load of opium, 
Beneath the wing, talking heatedly with 
the plane's Corsican pilot, was a slender 
woman dressed in long white silk pants 
and ao d'ai, the sideslit, high necked 
gown of Vietnam, Her body was 
exquisitely formed, and her darkly 
beautiful face wore a clear expression of 
authority. Even Buell could see that she 
was Vietnamese, not Lao, 

“Za” said Foure, “ is ze grande 
madame of opium from Saigon”, Edgar 
never leamed her name, bul he 
recognized the unforgettable face and 
figure when the picture of am important 
South Vietnamese politician appeared 
months later in an American news 


Though Schanche's publisher, David 
McKay Co., refused to publish her name 
for fear of reprisals, the unforgettable 
Tace was that of Madame Nhu. 


But Saigon's opium trade is not new. 
lis history stretches back to 1949, when 
th French appointed former Vietnamese 
Emperor Bao Dai as chief of state. Bao 
Dai brought with him as chief of police 


Bay Vien, the undisputed leader of 
Saigon’s criminal underground which 
controlled not only the gambling and 
natcoties trade in Saigon, bui also the 
important Chinese suburb of Cholon 
Bao Dai aud Bay Vien held power unti 
they were displaced after the 1954 Geneva 
Accords by Ngo Dinh Nhu, Diem's 
brother. Nhu had gained prominence in 
Міешат as an organizer of a Catholic 
trade union movement modeled after the 

ench Force Ouvriere, which the CIA 
had helped supply in the 1940's to break 
France's communist dockworkers! union 
the CGT, 

Af first Nhu feigned support fot Bay 
Vien and Bao Dai, bat by the end of 1955 
he had taken control of the Saigon secret 
police and —thereby-—the city's opium 
and heroin trade as Well, Just as the Huus 
were consolidating their own power-a 
man who through the year would 
carefully extend his control over the air 
force and end up eventually heir not only 
to the South Vietnamese government but 
io the opium and heorin Irade os well 
That man was Nguyen Cao Ky, who had 
just returned fram Algeria to take charge 
of the South Vietnamese air transports 

41 cargo planes 

At what particular point in time Ky 
became involved with the Nims in the 
opium tradeis not known, but by the end 
of the "50s he was cutting quite a figure 
in Saigon's dile circles, In an interview 
with RAMPARTS, retired Marine Corps 
Colonel (and author of the book The 
Betrayal William Corson described Куз 
life in the late 0950s im the 
followingfashion: “Ky of course was a 
colonel in the Air Force back then and he 
used do have these glittering cocktail 
partes at the top of the Caravelle(Hotel) 
im Saigon. He ld out а fantastic 
spread-—which was all very interes 
because the amount of money he made as 
а soldier was maybe $25 to $30 a month 
and he didn't have any other outside 

"The first real light shed on the possible 
sources of Куз cxtracumicular income 
came only in the spring of 1968, when 
Senator Emest Gruening revealed that 
four years earlier Ky hid been in the 
employ of CIA's “Operation Haylifr* a 
program which flew South Viet 
agents “into North Vietnams for the 
purpose ‘of sabotage, such as blowing up 
a More important, 
з sources claimed, 
for having been caught smuggling opium 
from “Laos back into Saigon 
Significantly, Ky amd his Might crews 
were repluved by Nationalist Chinese Air 
Force pilots. У 

Neither the CIA, the Pentagon. nor the 
State Department ever denied Ky worked 
on Operation Haylift, Nor did they deny 
that he had smuggled opium back into 
Saigon, However a US. embassy 


spokesman categorically denied Ky was 
ever fired from “any position by any 
clement of the US, Government for 
opium smuggling or for any other 
reason”. When Ky came to power in 
February 1965, most observers supposed 
he had relinquished participation in the 
opium traffic (although it was "common 
knowledge” that Madame Ky had 
replaced Madame Nhu аз Saigon's Dragon 
Lady and dealt im opium directly with 
Prince Boun Oum im Southern Laos)

With gross returns from the 
Indochinese traffie running anywhere 
from 5250 to $500 million per year, 
opium is one of the kingpins of Southeast 
Asian commerce. “Indochina has mol 
always had such an enviable position. 
Historically most of the worlds supply of 
opium and hefein came through well 
established routes from Turkey, Iran and 
China. Then it was refined in chemical 
kitchens and factories in 
Marseille. The Mediterranean trade was 
controlled by the Corsican Mafia (which 
itself has long been related to such 
American crime lords as Lucky Luciano, 
who funneled a certain amount of dope 
ino the black ghettoes). But high 
officials їп the narcotics control division 
of the Canadian governemtnt, and in 
Interpol, the International Police Agency 
confirm that since World War IL-and 
paralleling the U.S. expansion in the 
Pacific- there has beena major redirection 
in. the sources and routing of the 
worldwide opium traffic:

It is odd that the U.S. government, 
With the most massive Intelligence 
apparatus in history, could miss this 
innovation. But though it may seem to be 
an ‘amazing oversight. what has happend 


is that Richard Nixon and the makers of 
‘America’s Asian policy have completely 
blanked Indochina out of the world 
narcotics "uade. Not even Joe Stalin's 
removal of Trotsky from the Russian 
history books parallels this historical 
reconstruction. In his recent State of the 
World address, Richard Nixon dealt 
directly with the international narcotics 
traffic. "Narcotics addiction has been 
spreading with pandemic virulence”, he 
sid, adding that this affliction is 
spreading rapidly and without the slighest 
respect for national boundaries," What is 
needed is "an intergrated attack оп the. 
demand for [narcotics], the supply of 
them, and their movement across 
international borders. .."We have" he 
says , “worked closely with a lage 
number of governments, particularly 
‘Turkey, France, and Mexico, to try to 
stop the 
of narcotics,” 

ft is по accident that Nixon has 
ignored the тей sources of narcotics trade 


abroad and by so doing has effectively 
precluded any possibility of being able to 
deal with heroin at home. It is he more 
than anyone else who has underwritten 
that trade through the policies he has 
“formulated, the alliances he has forged, 
and most recently the political 
appoinrm-nts he has made, For Richard 
Nixon's tise to power has been 
intricately interwoven with the rise of 
proponents of Amerca’s aggressive 
Strategy in Asia, a group of people loosely 
called the "China Lobby" who have been 
in or near political power off and on since 
1950. 

Among the most notable members of 
the “China Lobby" are Madume Anna 
Chennault, whose husbangGeneral Claire 
‘Chennault, founded Air America: former 
California Senator William Knowland: 
ard Ray Cline, currently Chief of 
Intelligence for the State Department. 
They and such compatriots as the late 
Time magazine publisher Henry Luce and. 
his widow, Congresswoman Claire 
Boothe Luce, have been some of the 
country’s strongest proponents of the 
Nationalist Chinese cause. 


In 1954 Chiang Kaishek formed the 
Asian People's Anti-Communist League 
(APACL), which was to become one of. 
the vital links between the China Lobby 
and the Taiwan government. (It was also 
in that year Nixon urged that US. 
1 bp be sent into Indochina following 
the French defeat in Dien Bien Phu—a 
proposal which failed because of the lack 
of public support for such policy 
following the Korean war.) As soon as the 
APALC was formed Chiang announced 
that it had established “close contact” 
with three American politicians—the most 
important. of whom was Vice President 
Nixon. 

Over the years the China Lobby has 
continued to spring lo Nixon's support. 
Tt was Madame Chennault, co-chairman in 
1968 Of Women for Nixon-Agnew 
‘Advisory Committee who helped raise a

ТП d bis dat, excess 
and sympathies to the China Lobby 
which has linked Nixon with 
Kuomingtang machinations in Indochina 
and helped plung e the U.S. deeper into 
the mores there. One of his most 
important foreign policy appointments 
since taking office һы been “he 
Teassipnement of Ray Cline as State 
Department Dircetor of Intelligence and 
Research. Cline, the controversal CIA 
station chief im Taiwan who helped 
organize KMT forays into Communist 
China, in 1962 promoted Nixon's old 
project of a Bay of Pigs invatton of China. 
Within a month of Cline’s recent 
appointment, the resumption of pilotless 
Intelligence flights over mainland China

The entire cast of the China Lobby has 
relied on one magic corporation, the same 
corporation established just after World 
Мат by General Clair Chennault as Civil 
Ак Transport and renamed in the 19505 
Air America.

Air America brings Brahmin 
Bostoninans and wealthy Wall Streeters 
who are the China Lobby together with 
some of the most powerful men in 
NÑationalistChina's financial history. One 
of its principal services has been to fly in 
support for the “remnant” 93rd Division 
of the KMT, the "opium army" in 
Burma; another hat been М а major 
carrier of opium itself Air America ics 
through ай of the Laotian and 
Vietnamese opium pickup points, for 
aside from the private "butterfly fleet” 
and various military transports, Air 
America is the “offical” Indochina 
airline. A 25 year-old black man recently 
returned from Indochina told 
RAMPERTS of going to Vietnam in te 

эз ап adventurer, hoping tà get in 
‘on the dope business. But he found that 
the business was all controlled by a 
“group like the Mafia. It was tight and 
there wasn't room for me”. The оцу way 
he could make it in the dope trade, he 
says, Was to go to work for Air America 
as a mechanic, He found there “was 
plenty of dope in Laos-lots of crystals 
(heroin) all over the place.” Air America 
was the only way to get in on it 


What has taken place in Indochina is 
more than a flurry of corruption among. 
select dramatis persona in America's 
great Asian Drama. The fact that Meo 


ibesmen have been nearly wiped out 
that the Corsican Mafia’s Air Opium has 
been supplanted by the CIA's Air 
America, that Nationalist Chinese soldiers 
‘operate as narcotics bandits, that such 
architects of U.S. democracy for the East 
as the Nhus and Vice President Ky have 
been dope runners—these are only the 
bizarre cameo roles in a larger tragedy 
that involves nothing less than ihe 
uprooting of what had been the opium 
trade for decades- through the traditional 
lotusdand of the Middle Fast into 
Western Burope-and the substitution of 
another network, whose shape is parallel 
to that of the U.S. presence in Southeast 
Asia. The ecologu of narcotics has been 
disrupted and remade to coincide with 
the structure of America’s Asia 
strategy—the stealth conquest of a 
continent to serve the interests of the 
likes of the China Lobby. 

‘The shift in the international opium 
traffic is also a metaphor for what has 
happened in Southeast Asia itself. As the 
US. has settled in there, its presence 
radiating a nimbus of genocide and 
corruption, armadas of airplanes have 
come to smash the land and lives of a 
helpless people; mercenary armies have 
been trained by the US. and boundries 
reflecting the U.S. desites have been 
established along with houses of 
commerce and petty criminality created 
in the American image. One of the 
upshots has been that the opium trade 
has been systematized, given US, 
technological expertise and a shipping 
and transportation network as pervasive 
as the US. presence itself. The piratical 
Corsican transporters have been replaced 
by pragmatic technocrats carrying out 
their jobs with deadly accuracy. UN 
impeded by boundaries, scruples or 
customs agents, and nurtured by the free 
flow of military personnel through the 
capitals of the Orient, the United States 
hasas а reflex of its warfare in 
Tndochina—built up a support system for 
the trade in narcotics, that is 
‘unparalled in madernhistory, 

The US. went 0 wan to stamp 
out communism and to protect its Asian 
markets and it brought home heroin. It is 
а fitting trade-off, one that charactizes 
the moral quality of the US 
involvement, This ugly war keeps coming 
home, each manifestation more terrifying 
than the last; home to the streets of the 
teeming urban ghettos and the lonely 
suburbs where in the last year 
the number of teenage heroin addicts has 
taken u quantum leap forward, Heroin 
has now become the newst affliction of 
affluent America- of mothers in Westport, 
Connecticut, who only wanted to die 
when they ‘traced track-marks on their 
daughters elegant arms; or of fathers in 
Cicero, Illinois, speechless in outrage 
"when their conscripted sons came back 
бот the war bringing home a 
blood-stained needle as their-only lasting 
souvenir.

3. We want an end to the robbery by the CAPITALIST of our Black 
Community 

We believe that this racist government has robbed us and now we are 
demanding the overdue debt o£ forty acres and two mules. Forty acres 
and two mules was promised 100 years ago as restitution for slave labor 
and mass murder of black people. We will accept the payment in currency 
which will be distributed to our many communities. The Germans are now 
aiding the Jews in Israel for the genocide of the Jewish people. The Ger- 
mans murdered six million Jews. The American racist has taken part in 
the sla'ıghter of over fifty million black people; therefore. we feel that this 
is à modest demand that we make 


4. We want decent housing. fit for shelter of human beings. 


We believe that if the white landlords will not give decent housing to 
our black community, then the housing and the land should be made into 
cooperatives so that our community. with government aid, can build and 
make decent housing for its people. 


5. We want education for our people that exposes the true nature of this 
decadent American society. We want education that teaches us our true 
history and our role In the present-day society; 


We believe in an educational system that will give to our people a knowl- 
edge of self. If a man does not have knowledge of himself and his position 
in society and the world, then he has little chance.to relate to anything 
else. 


6. We want all black men to be exempt from military service. 


We believe that Black people. should not be forced to fight in the mifi- 
tary service to defend a racist government that does not protect us. We 
will not fight and kill other people of color in the world who, like black 
people. are being victimized by the white racist government of America. 
We will protect ourselves from the force and violence of the racist police 
and tic Tacist military, by whatever means necessary. 


7. We want an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY and MURDER 
of black people: 
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What We Believe 


We believe we can end police brutality in our black community by or- 
ganizing black self-defense groups that are dedicated to defending our 
black community from racist police oppression and brutality. The Second 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United States gives a right to bear 
arms. We therefore believe that all black people should arm themselves 
forself-defense. 


4, We want freedom ror all black men held jn federal, state, county 
and eity prisons and jails, 


We believe that all, black people should -be released from the many 
Jails and prisons because thy have not received a fair and impartial trial. 


9. We want all black people when brought to trial to be tried ih eourt by 
a jury of their peer group or people from their black communities, as 
defined by the Constitution of the United States. 


We believe that the courts should follow the United States Constitution 
зо that black people will receive fair trials. The 14th Amendment of the 
U.S. Constitution gives a man a right to be tried by his peer group. A peer 
is a person from a similar economic, social, religious, geographical, en- 
vironmental, historical and racial background. To do this the court will be 
forced to select а jury from the black community from which the black 
defendant came. We have been, and are being tried by all-white juries 
that have no understanding of the "average reasoning ran" of the black 
community. 


10. We want land, bread, housing, education, clothing, justice and peace. 
And as our major political objective, a United Nations-supervised plebis- 
eite to be held throughout the black colony in which only black colonial 
subjects will be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining the 
will of black people as to their national destiny. 


When, in the course of human events, it becomes necessary for one 
people to dissolve the political bands which have connected them with 
another. and to assume, among the powers of the earth, the separate and 
equal station to which the laws of nature and naturq's God entitle them;a 
decent respect to the opinions'of mankind requires that they should declare 
the causes which impel them to the separation. 

We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men are created equal; 
that they are endowed by their Creator with certain unalienable rights; 
that among these are life. liberty. and the pursuit of happiness. That, to 
secure these rights, governments are instituted among men, deriving their 
Just powers from the consent of the governed; that, whenever any form of 
government becomes destruetive of these ends, it is the right of the people 
to alter or to abolish if, and to institute а new government, laying its 
foundation on such principles, and organizing its powers Їп such form, аз 
to them shall seem most likely to effect their safety and happiness. Pru- 
dence. indeed. will dictate that governments long established should not 
he changed for light and transient causes; and. accordingly, all experience 
hath shown.that mankind are more disposed to suffer. while evils are 
sufferable. than lo right themselves by abolishing the forms to which they 
are accustomed. But, when а long train of abuses and usurpations. pur- 
suing invariably the same object. evinces a design to reduce them under ab- 
solute despotism, it is their right. it is their duty, to throw off such govern-
